Claims 1-3 and 5-7 

The invention that is set forth in claims 1-3 and 5- 
7 does not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 1 cited in the international search report and 
common technical knowledge. The feature of providing a 
discharge passage for discharging waste by means of a 
siphoning action and the feature of providing a jet hole 
for jetting water towards the entrance of the discharge 
passage are both well known in the technical field in 
question; therefore, it would be easy for a person skilled 
in the art to apply these features to the flush toilet 
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that is disclosed in document 1. 

Furthermore, it is possible to configure the amount 
of rim jet water that, is jetted from the two flush water 
jetting ports in the invention that is disclosed in 
document 1, as appropriate. 

Claims 8 and 9 

The invention that is set forth in claims 8 and 9 
does not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 1 and document 2 cited in the international 
search report. It would be easy for a person skilled in 
the art to apply the feature that is disclosed in document 
2 (page 20, lines 13-16), wherein the amount of water that 
is jetted from the rim and the amount of . water that is 
jetted from the jet hole are set to a predetermined ratio, 
to the flush toilet that is disclosed in document 1. 

Claim 10 

The invention that is set forth in claim 10 does not 
involve an inventive s,tep in the light of document 1 and 
document 3 cited in the international search report. It 
would be easy for a person skilled in the art to apply the 
feature that is disclosed in document 3, wherein the bowl 
part is formed so that the width of the shelf part varies, 
to the flush toilet that is disclosed in document 1. 

Claim 11 

The invention that is set forth in claim 11 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 and 
document 3, which are cited in the international search 
report, and newly cited document 6. It would be easy for a 
person skilled in the art to apply the feature that is 
disclosed in document 6 (column 4, lines 5-11), wherein 
the bowl part is formed so that the shelf part is wide in 
the regions at both sides of the bowl part and is narrow 
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in the region at the front end of the bowl part, to the 
flush toilet that is disclosed in document l. 

Claim 12 

The invention that is set forth in claim 12 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 and 
document 4 cited in the international search report. It 
would be easy for a person skilled in the art to apply the 
feature that is disclosed in document 4 (paragraph [0032] 
and fig. 4) , wherein the shelf part of the bowl part 
inclines downwards with an angle of inclination of 
approximately 0-15 °, to the flush toilet that is disclosed 
in document 1 . 

Claims 13-15 

The invention that is set forth in claims 13-15 does 
not involve an inventive step in the light of document 2 
(page 10, line 22 to page 11, line 16; page 17, lines 14- 
17; and page 28, lines 11-17) and document 1 cited in the 
international search report. It would be easy for a person 
skilled in the art to apply the feature that is disclosed 
in document 1, wherein a shelf part is formed between the 
rim part and the waste receiving surface, to the flush 
toilet that is disclosed in document 2 . 

Claims 16 and 17 

The invention that is set forth in claims 16 and 17 
does not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 2, document 1 and document 5 cited in the 
international search report. It would be easy for a person 
skilled in the art to apply the feature that is disclosed 
in document 5, wherein the flush water that is supplied 
from the flush water tank is jetted out via the jet hole, 
to the flush toilet that is disclosed in document 2 .

The invention that is set forth in claim 4 involves 
an inventive step in relation to the documents that. are 



cited documents. The documents do not disclose the feature 
wherein with the longitudinal direction of the bowl part 
as the center line, a first water jetting part is disposed 
on one side of the bowl part in the vicinity of the 
location where the bowl part changes from having a small 
curvature to having a wide curvature, and a second water 
jetting part is disposed on the other side of the bowl 
part in the vicinity of the location where the bowl part 
changes from having a small curvature to having a wide 
curvature, and it would not be easy for even a person 
skilled in the art to conceive of such a feature.
